Menlo Park Traffic Safety 
Commission last week enter- 
tained a request from the State 
Division of Highways to consid- 
er two alternatives for revision 
of the signal system at El Cami- 
no Real-Menlo Avenue-Ravens- 
wood Avenue. 

The alternatives suggested 
were to make Menlo Avenue 


one-way westerly from El Ca- 


mino to Doyle Street or to re- 
move the signals at Menlo Av- 
enue and restore the system to 
its original location at Ravens- 
wood Avenue. 

The commission requested a 
joint meeting with the Menlo 
Park City Council to further 
consider the proposal. 

If closing Menlo Avenue to 
two-way traffic turns out to be 
the chosen alternative, the 


cost would be born by the city 
and it is probable that Doyle 
Street would also be made a 
one-way thoroughfare. 

If changing the system back 
to its original Ravenswood lo- 
cation were adopted, the cost 
would be borne by the state. It 
was the consensus that the 
Ravenswood - located signals 
were more helpful in clearing 
peak hour Ravenswood traffic 


than is the present plan. 
There are two other alterna- 
tives to the intersection prob- 
lem, both of which because of 
the high cost would require a 
bond issue. One would be to 
build an underpass and the 
second to purchase property to 
realign Ravenswood coming 
through what is now the Pad- 
dleford used car lot alleyway 
and feeding directly into Men- 


lo Avenue. 

The commission also heard a 
recommendation concerning no 
parking or time limit parking 
in front of Ken’s Pancake 
House on El Camino Real. The 
request was made on the basis 
that this is the only section 
along the northeasterly side of 
El Camino Real between Mid- 
dle and Ravenswood that al- 
lows cars to block right lane

Richert’s visits to San Lean- 
dro this year have been occa- 
sions for the purchase of sever- 
al items, including a pickup 
truck, a 285-gallon fuel storage 
tank which will be used for die- 
sel oil for a bus the district is 
purchasing, a large “lumber 
yard” type of circular saw and 
many small, individual mechan- 
ical and shop items. Usual 
price to the district is between 
10 and 15 per ceni of fair mar- 
ket value. 

The saw, for instance, cost 
the district $75. It would have 
cost the district $750. The 
truck replaces one purchased 
for a couple of hundred dollars 
10 years ago. 

MAINTENANCE 

With district mechanics do- 
ing minor maintenance and 
considering the easy drive be- 
tween schools made possible 
by the terrain and speed limits, 
the new one ought to last for 10 
years also.

and sends bulletins to the 
school districts telling what’s 
available. 

Reasons why federal agen- 
cies declare property “surplus” 
is probably a matter of individ- 
ual cases, Richert speculates. 

The school district has large 
supplies of envelopes and pa- 
per on hand, purchased from 
federal sources. It can’t get as 
much duplicating paper from 
surplus as it used to, however. 

Purchased a couple of years 
ago was a large supply of new 
burlap, parts of which have 
been used since in classroom 
art projects. What federal ag- 
ency originally purchased the 
material and what it intended 
to do with it isn’t known, but it 
has proved useful in the

Supervisors 
Go Slow on 
Rights Board 


San Mateo County Supervi- 
sor James Fitzgerald this week 
indicated the board of super- 
visors is not going to act quick- 
ly on proposals that a commis- 
sion on human rights be estab- 
lished at the county level.

The commission proposal 
may be mentioned at tonight’s 
study meeting for members of 
the committee which planned 
the recent seminar on law en- 
forcement and race relations. 

The session will be held at 
7:30 p.m. in the Ravenswood 
City School District office, 
2160 Euclid Ave., East Palo Al- 
to. 

A “critique” of the seminar 
will be held in which the is- 
sues raised there will be re- 
viewed.

School District Here Takes 
Delivery on New Bus for Pupils 


Menlo Park School District, 
told by voters that it had to go 
back into the pupil transporta- 
tion business, last week took 
delivery on a new 79-passenger 
bus. 

Like many other things, 
school buses are getting better 
than ever. 

The new bus carries more pu- 
pils than any the district has 
ever owned. 

It has radio speakers at inter- 
vals along its sides, because it’s 
been found that youngsters 
ride more quietly when listen- 
ing to music. 

Hooked in with the radio is 
a loudspeaker system, so the 
‘driver can give instructions to 
his gers as necessary. 


There’s an outside loudspeak:- | 


er, too, so the driver also can 
talk to youngsters who are lin- 


ed up waiting to board the ve-| 


hicle. 

A total of $23,000 was bud- 
geted for the purchase of the 
vehicle but, according to 
School District Business Man- 
ager John Richert, this isn’t 
all of the story. 

The new bus has a diesel en- 
gine which is guaranteed to 
run for 100,000 miles without 
trouble. That means, he says. 
that the bus should operate 
without major repair costs for 
the next 10 years or more. 

Its fuel will cost about half 
as much as conventional motor 
fuel, and the new vehicle will 
get twice the miles per gallon 
as an older, 72-passenger bus 


owned by the district. 
Thus, Richert calculates, it 
is four times as efficient as 


early publicly-owned buses. 


For the past three years, the 
school district has contracted 
with the Pacific Greyhound 
corporation for pupil transport- 
ation, the business manager re- 
calls. But the Greyhound buses 
were legally only able to carry 
55 children. State regulations 
required that each child have 
a seat and “strap hanging” 
such as adults are used to do- 
ing during commute hours was- 
n't supposed to be done.

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City Gives 
Employees 
Pay Boost 


Recommendations which 
would add $35,000 to city em- 
ployee salaries — and also in- 
crease the work-day by half an 
hour for many clerical workers 
—were presented to the Menlo 
Park City Council Tuesday 
night. 

The Council went over the 
new salary plan drawn up by 
Griffenhagen-Kroeger, Inc., of 
San Francisco in a study meet- 
ing. They'll take action on it 
during regular session next 
Tuesday. 

The consultant’s recommen- 
dations involve an average five 
per cent salary increase for all 
employees. The increases rang- 
ed from two and a half per 
cent to 10 per cent in some 
cases. 

Representing the firm was 
Elwood Ennis who explained 
some of the features of the 
plan. 

Three positions are now sub- 
stantially under-salaried, ac- 
cording to the consultants. Ten 
per cent increases were recom- 
mended for the youth program 
coordinator, recreation leader 
III and the director of engi- 
neering and inspection. 

At present, the two recrea- 
tion jobs have salary scales of 
$410 to $499. The recommen.

The Time Has Come 


To Examine Library Finances 

In guarded tones, members of the Menlo Park Library 
board of trustees last week started talking about submit- 
ting to the city council their proposals for “modification of 
the finance structure of the local library.” 

Nub of the discussion is the fact that the present city 
library draws 40 per cent of its patrons from areas outside 
the city; it’s the feeling at the local library — based on bud- 
get figures and the amount of negotiation it takes to get the 
county to pay a fair share of the cost of local operation — 
that there might be some better way to finance the oper- 
ation. 

The county may or may not want to be aware of it, 
but there’s also the fact that the present library building 
is being paid for out of sales tax funds which are gathered 
locally. It is, therefore, being paid for through the Menlo 
Park city budget, and largely by the residents of the city. 

The library, though only a few years old, is figuratively 
bursting at the seams and within the next couple of years, 
it can be anticipated that a justified public outcry for ex- 
pansion will be heard. 

Thus, it might be pointed out that need for capital 
plant is growing so fast, that it might well be counted a 
current cost of operation. 

It would be unrealistic for the city’s library boosters 
to go to the county’s powers that be, hat in hand, and ask 
for mony to aid in the expansion. To do so would be to ask 
for a compromise in local control. 

It would be equally unrealistic for local library boosters 
to call on residents of Menlo Park to continue to pay a dis- 
proportionate share of the cost of library operation, in addi- 
tion to taking responsibility for repayment of the bonds 
with which the library building was financed, and in addi- 
tion undertake a building expansion program. 

These things will all be aired at future library board 
and city council sessions. 

If you're a patron of the local library — and circulation 
statistics suggest that there’s a good possibility that you are 
— you should show an interest in the problem. 

We don’t know what the solution to the problem is, but 
it should be interest to a large number of enlightened 
people in the community.

These — once again — are the times that try men’s souls.

Mothers and dads have run out of ideas on how to 
entertain the young.

Off to a Good Start... 
Let’s Keep it Up 


It is difficult to label as a “success” or “failure” the 
recent conference in East Palo Alto during which civil 
rights leaders met with city and county law enforcement 
officials. 

To do so would be premature. The usefulness of this 
meeting depends upon what happens next. 

The race relations seminar was designed to 
improve communication between Negro members 

of San Mateo County communities and the men 

who enforce the law. 

If the civil rights group leaders, the lawmen who at- 
tended, and others who took part do all that they can to 
pass the seminar results down to the cop on the beat and 
the man in the street, it was a success. 

And if more such meetings are held—as suggested— 
it will be an even bigger one. 

If those present are discouraged because the 
seminar didn’t produce all that they had hoped for 

—if they don’t try to continue this attempt to com- 

municate, the meeting must be called a failure. 

Some points seemed to emerge from this seminar: 

—A major effort must be made to change the attitude 
which often prevails in the minds of Negroes that the word 
“police” represents an enemy—someone responsible only to 
the “white world,” not to him. 

—Police departments must do all they can in this con- 
nection, including the establishment or broadening of hu- 
man relations training programs. Subtle discrimination, 
such as that indicated when an officer calls a Negro man 
a “boy,” will have to go. 

It is our feeling that the leaders of the civil rights 
groups and the law enforcement officials found value in 
this first public meeting. It should not be the last. 


Municipal Report: 


Negroes and Police Co 


Menlo Park residents — be 
they inhabitants of the east, 
west, south or north side of the 
city — should keep an eye on 
the continuing discussions be- 
tween Negro leaders and city 
and county lawmen. 


The recent seminar on race 
relations and law enforcement 
was only a beginning, accord- 
ing to Wesley Pomeroy, under- 
sheriff of San Mateo County, 
who originated the idea. 

The seminar wasn’t expect- 
ed to be an unqualified suc- 
cess, and it wasn’t. Only the 
continuation of the dialogue 
which was started will make 
it a useful session. 

The bi-racial committee 
which planned the seminar 
will meet tonight to go over 
questions raised at the session 
— and try to figure out ways 
and means of using the infor- 
mation to improve communica- 
tions between Negroes and law 
officers. 

The session will begin at 7:30 
p.m. in the Ravenswood City 
School District office at 2160 
Euclid Ave., East Palo Alto. 

Some highlights of the 
seminar squeezed out of last 
week’s story by space re- 
quirements follow: 

One of the featured speakers 
was Harry Bremond, only Ne- 
gro lawyer to set up shop in 
this part of the Peninsula. 

The East Palo Alto lawyer 
divided the Negro community 
into several general groups. 

The “man on the street” 
was characterized by Bre- 
mond as living on welfare, 
lacking work skills and view- 
ing police officers as mem- 
bers of the “white power 
structure ... he’s been told 
since childhood that the po- 
lice are his enemy.” 

Then there is the Negro mid- 
dle class, whose members want 
police to keep the “Willow- 
Newbridge” group in check 
and are frustrated when they 
are told that these men’s civil 
rights must be respetced. 

Finally, Bremond described 
“civil action groups,’’ who want 
the police and courts to pro- 
vide “equal law enforcement 
and prosecution,” the same 
theme set forth by Dr. White. 

Neil Tremaine, police chief 
of Pacifica, was next to speak. 
In describing “How the Police 
See the Negro,” he urged mi- 
nority groups to understand 
that local police aren’t the 
same police who reflect the 
thinking of the south. 

He said the image of the 
non-Southern police officer 
isn’t helped when civil rights 
action groups illegally block 
entrances and police are forc- 
ed to carry them away — 
“This is a matter of concern 
to us,” he said. 

The discussion leaders re- 
ported back at the start of 
the afternoon session. Most 
of the questions raised were

Hospital 
Insurance 
Planned 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


Aug. 26, 1938: 


A significant advance in hos- 
pitalization insurance will be 
made within the next week or 
two when the Palo Alto Hos- 
pitalization Group opens of- 
fices in this city and inaugur- 
ates a campaign in coopera- 
tion with the Palo Alto Medi- 
cal Society to enroll residents 
of the community with an in- 
surance program which for 85 
cents a menth will provide lib- 
eral coverage of all hospital ex- 
penses. 

The 85 cents a month policy 
will provide its holder with 28 
cays of hospitalization for each 
illness suffered during the 
year. No person would be in- 
sured against a disease from 
which he was suffering at the 
time he applied for his policy, 
but would be covered against 
cther maladies that might de- 
velop. The benefit paid would 
be $5 a day, which would meet 
the hospital charge for a bed 
in a ward or would be applied 
toward a room charge and also 
cover x-ray, operating room, 
laboratory and anesthetic 
charges. 

Members of the medical soci- 
ety committee which has been 
working on the plan for more 
than a year are Dr. Granville 
Wood, Dr. Jerome B. Thomas, 
Dr. Edward Liston, Dr. Charles 
Shepard and Dr. Lee.

Becks: “Why aren’t more Ne- 
groes here today? The answer 
is that the general public isn’t 
taking this work too seriously 


yet ... It is hard for them to 
believe it when police refer to 
‘niggertown’ and call Negro 
men ‘boys’. . . I’m sure a great 
many Negroes will come when 
they feel a sincere effort has 
been made.” 

Carey: “As far as I’m con- 
cerned that (unequal treat- 
ment of Negroes before the 
law) is not the case in this 
county...”

ew Measures Flood Legislature

It’s evidently going to be no 
easy job to arrange for order- 
ly handling of the flood of 
measures assigned for interim 
study. That was made clear at 
a recent meeting of the Assem- 
bly Rules Committee. Several 
problems concerning opera- 
tions of the interim commit- 
tees were raised ,and it was 
apparent that solutions to them 
must be carefully worked out 
if interim work is to be effici- 
ent and successful. 


In its capacity as executive 
committee of the Assembly the 
Rules Committee has been giv- 
en some important responsibil- 
ities over interim activities. 
First, it has been given the 
power of the budget. The Com- 
mittee alone has the authority 


to decide how much money 
will be allocated to each inter- 
im group for the expenses of its 
operation. About $800,000 in 
contingent funds is available 
for use between now and the 
1965 Legislature, and will be 
distributed by the Committee. 


Second, the Rules Commit- 
tee has the responsibility of as- 
signing the various subjects to 
particular interim committees 
for study. Technically, no 
standing committee of either 
house can refer a measure di- 
rectly to an interim group for 
further inquiry. The procedure 
calls for referral of every mea- 
sure on which further investi- 
gation is desired to the rules 
committee with the request 
that it “be referred to an ap- 


propriate committee for inter- 
im study.” In other words, the 
committee has the power both 
to order a topic investigated 
and to decide which group will 
do the study. In this respect, it 
obviously has great influence 
over the matters to be given 
primary consideration at the 
next regular session. 

A number of suggestions 
from legislative aides for great- 
er efficiency in the handling 
of interim work were submit- 
ted at the Rules Committee 
meeting. As might have been 
expected, they met with a mix- 
ed response from committee 
members. 

First advanced was the rec- 
ommendation that interim com- 
mittees should spend more 
time in advance preparations, 
and less on public hearings. 
This brought a prompt warn- 


ing from a Committee member 
against giving the public the 
impression that committee de- 
cisions are made in star-cham- 
ber sessions, so that hearings 
are “phony.” 

Criticism was voiced of some 
past committee reports, which 
sometimes give the impression 
that the writers had not read 
the transcripts of the public 
hearings. If this is the case, it 
was pointed out, the value of 
the hearings is almost com- 
pletely nullified. 

Pending final determination 
of the sums to be allotted each 
interim committee, $3000 was 
granted to each for prelimi- 
nary expenses. It was also de- 
cided that all interim groups 
should make Sacramento their 
headquarters, unless specific 
permission is given for other 
locations.

When the curtain fell on 
tthe finale, as Eustacia exited 
down the right aisle of the the- 
ater, lit only by a tiny lamp 
she carried, the audience broke 
into a long round of applause. 
The long curtain call assured 
the Menlo Dramatic Workshop 
‘that ‘its summer vacation was 
worthily spent, ‘because it 
brought an original evening of 
enjoyment to many.

California Gardeners Eye 
The Unusual in Shrubbery 


Gardeners with an eye for 
the unusual will find plenty to 
keep them happy in California. 
The state is loaded with shrubs 
which do only fair to middlin’ 
in other climates, and there 
are some — especially in south- 


ern California — which are 
seldom seen outside the tro- 
pics. 


Two that will grow well 
throughout the state are Pur- 
ple Hopseed Bush and the 
Strawberry Tree. And if you 
want to be different, nursery- 
men suggest you take a look 
at both of them. 

We doubt that you'd even 
find a Hopseed Bush listed in 
eastern catalogs or checklists. 
This attractive, willow - like 
shrub is a native to our South- 
west and has only come into 
general nursery use in recent 
years. It has won fast acclaim 
from landscapers for its refin- 
ed appearance and from gar- 
deners generally for its inde- 
structibility. 

There is a green-leaf form, 
but we doubt that you’d find it 
in California. The purple vari- 
ety which nurserymen propa- 
gate is far superior in general 
appearance, with leathery, nar- 
row leaves not unlike the 
stream-side willow in shape, 
and an airy grace overall which 
mixes well with the best gar-

den company and upgrades dif- 
ficult areas where few good 
shrubs thrive. 

One of the most attractive 
features about the Hopseed 
Bush is its resistance to ad- 
verse conditions. You can grow 
it in heavy soil or sandy soil, 
in full sun and drought, near 
the ocean — in fact, right next 
to it — or on the rockiest hill- 
side. In any case it seems to 
thrive and to enhance its sur- 
rounding. 

One fine use for the Hopseed 
Bush is as an informal hedge 
or screen. Growing 8 to 10 feet 
high, it also stands shearing, 
though some nurserymen rec- 
ommend informal pruning in- 
stead. The general appearance 
of this shrub is informal, and 
shearing tends to detract from 
it in most cases. Suit yourself 
in this matter, for the Hopseed 
Bush won’t complain however 
you handle it. 

Strawberry Tree is an old 
favorite with those who know 
it. Trouble is, not enough gar- 
deners know it. A relative to 
the madrone of our California 
foothills, it has the same urn- 
shaped flowers and red-brown 
bark. It is much more shrub- 
like, however, and better suit- 
ed to garden use. 

The flowers which appear in 


early fall and carry over until 
spring, are borne in clusters. 
They are fetching little blooms, 
white or greenish white and 
shaped like an inverted urn. 
They give way in short order 
to warty green fruits which 
grow until they approximate a 
strawberry in size. In late sum- 
mer these turn yellow and then 
bright orange-red, which com-- 
bined with the warty nature 
of the product, increases the 
resemblance to a strawberry. 

The intriguing thi about 
the Strawberry Tree is that it 
bears both flower and fruit at 
th same time — the fruit of one 
season’s crop mingling with 
the flowers of next season’s 
erop. This adds to the unusual 
chareater of the shrub and to 
its appeal in th garden. 

Leaves of the Strawberry 
Tree have great attractiveness 
in themselves. The edges are 
roughly serrated and help to 
lend a crisp appearance to the 
shrub. The foliage is thick and 
green and never seems to flag, 
even in the hottest, driest gar- 
dens. 

Strawberry Tree is a small 
tree or a large shrub, depend- 
ing on how you handle it. Erect 
young plants can be trained up 
to tree shape if you prune out 
the lower growth.
